Rural Delivery Will Be Discontinued On 

All Routes Where the Roads Are 

Not Kept ia Good Condition. 

Fourth Assistant Postmaster 
General De Graw has taken on 
the role of good roads booster.

Brockton, Route 2, 
Jan. 16, 1911 
Hd. Clipper—Wil! you allow me 
space in your paper to ask a fow 
questions about good roads, as 
your paper is an advocate of good 
roads? 

Suppose we havea bond issue to 
improve rural roads? How long 
would it take to get all our roads 
in fix? Would we have to work 
our roads as we do now? 

I will coafess that I am ignor- 
ant this question but if what TI 
think is mght [am opposed to a 
boud issue. J opposed it in the 
last election, and unless I can be 
shown where it will benefit the 
country people I will stisl oppose 
it. 

To build good roads from Wiba 
to Enterprise and other impor- 
tunt towns and let the tribntary 
roads go unworked would not do, 
If we can have an uniform system 
all over the county, on all rural 
routes will be good, and if not 
will be bad for the rural people. 

We have men enough subject 
to road duty to keep every rord 
in good shape with seven days 
work in each year ifthe work 
was put there according to the 
requirements of iaw. ‘This would 
still leave three days for emer- 
gency work. 

J wish some one would explain 
how this bond issue would work 
for the county at large. 

I will close and see how many 
will give answer. Yours,

In reply to the above we state: 

First as to how long it will take 
to build the roads, we cannot say 
exactly, but if the money is in 
hand the work willbe done just 
as fast as men can be had to do 
it in the proper way. The Coun- 
ty Commissioners would pobably 
let the work out to the lowest 
bidders and road building would 
be commenced in several sections 
ofthe county at the tame time, 

As to building roads between 
important towns only that is not 
the intention of the bond issue 
and would not be done. Every 
public road in the county would 
receive attention. It is probable 
that the mail roads would first be 
built, because more people live 
along these routes. That a road 
would be built from Elba to En- 
terprise is very pdJobable, but 
we cannot agree with our 
correspondent that such road 
would not be of service to country 
people. It would be of far more 
service to the farmers along that 
road aud others in wreach of it, 
than it could be to the people of 
Enterprise or Elba. The same 
wou!d be true of any and all other 
roads that would be built, It is 
not proposed to build roads fer 
any town but forall the people 
in the county, and since farmers 
must use the roads in their bus- 
iness far more than the town 
peoplé it stands to reason that 
they would receive the greater 
benefit. 

Astothe manner of working 
the roads after they are built that 


will be determibed by the com-| 


missioners. The pew roads will 
of course require some attention, 
In some counties this up-keep cr 
repair work is let out by county 
commissioners tothe people us- 
ually those who live along the 
roads. But whatever plan is de- 
termined upon we can be sure if 
will not be so burdensome as the 
present one. 

As to there being enough 
men subject to road duty to keep 
all public roads in good nix, we 
very much doubt, but whether 
this is true or not, it 18 certain 
that no roads in the county are 
kept in first class condition, in 
tact we doubt if there is a mile 
of first class road in the county.

Then take thisfact: Standing 
wood in this county three or fur 
miles from town is not worth cut- 
ting, because it cost more than 
it will sell for to get it to market 
As a consequenca when new 
ground is cleared the wood is a 
dead loss to the farmer and is 
usually piled and burned, If we 
had good roads this wood could be 
brought for five miles into the 
towns and sold for more than 
enough to pay for clearing the 
lands and the hauling. 

As to the cost of the roads that 
will in the aggregate be consicer- 
able, but the cost will be divided 
between so many people that no 
one will feel it. Probably it will 
not am‘ unt to as much asa load 
of woud will bring to @ man with 
40 acres and a mule. ~ 

You can take from us that we 

dvocate good roads because we 
know they benefit the farmers 
Because we know they will increase 
the value of farm lands. Be- 
c’use we know they will make 
life more pleasant on the farms. 
Because we think it will induce 
people to come into this county, 
buy lands, open up new farms, 
and help us devolope this county 
and make it one of the richest, 
as it is already the best county in 
the state.
